BeiiLIN, May 9. — After the review of tho 
troops on tho Totnpethofer field to-day, the 
Emperor William commanded tho highest 
ollicers of the Guards to gather round him 
and addressed him in tho words : " Since 
wo lust met, the situation created by tho 
army bill has shown peculiar changes. I 
had not looked forward to the rejection of 
the bill, On tho contrary, trusting to' the 
patriotism of tho Reichstag, I hoped for the 
unconditional acceptance of it. The result 
has caused mo deep disappointment and sor- 
row. I rejoice that the patriotic men who 
were in the minority did not succeed in de- 
feating those who were indifferent to the 
welfare of their country. • During tho last 
few duys passionate words, which might 
better have remained unsaid among gentle- 
men, have been Bpoken. I .was obliged to 
dissolve the Reichstag, in tf o hopo that the 
new Reichstag would pass .^ho bill. I am 
determined, in case this hope also be disup- 
appointed, to stake all in ruy" power to ob- 
tain the enactment of the measure, for I urn 
too thoroughly convinced of its necessity us 
a guarantee of the peaco of Europe to allow 
it to be finally dofcutod. We ure hearing 
much about the excitement of tho masses 
just now. I do not think that tho German 
people will allow themselves to be excitod 
by irresponsible persons. On tho contrary, 
I know that I am in sympathy with tho 
princes of the federal states, the peoplo and 
tho army. I thank you, gentlemen, for 
your loyal interest. My desiro was to ex- 
press to you my views concerning tho bill, 
as I did when -tho bill was introduced." 

The Emperor spoko very slowly, pausing 
slightly after each sentence and emphasiz- 
ing all the significant words, as if to attract 
attontion to tho sorioiiBncss of tho situation 
and the firmness of hia resolution to win. 
Tho speech has caused a tightening of the 
general tension. .It was printed us a double 
leader by tho Nord-Ductch Algemeino 
Zeitung, and ia this evening the solo topic 
of conversation throughouf. i the city. Tho 
tendency of public opinion is towards the 
conviction that tho Emperor is pointing 
struight for the goal of tho Prussian Reac- 
tionaries, and that ho will not shun a con- 
flict with constitutionalism. 

Tho correspondent of the United Press 
was assured officially this evening, however, 
that the Emperor did not want hia speech 
to bo reud us u menace to the Reichstag, or 
a challenge to conflict. On tho contrary, 
said the informant, Hia Majesty deairea the 
most scrupulous adherence to constitutional 
forma. He feels strongly, however, tho ur- 
gent need of reforming tho Reichstag. Ho 
cannot govern with a Reichstag split into 
ten political parts, among whom, 
through chance or partisan agreements, 
the majority uro forming against tho Gov- 
ernment on vital issues. Ilie Mujeaty does 
not wish to rule absolutely. Ho is willing 
to rule conditionally, even to allow the 
Parliamentary majority a share in the gov- 
ernment, but what Imperial cabinet, can co- 
operate with Rebel, Lieber and Richter '! 
Not one of them has under his control a 
positivo working majority ; not one of them 
can get together a minority combination. 
Few things would please the Emperor better 
than a consolidation of tho Parliamentary 
factions into two or three large parties, 
with which ho would bo able to reckon in 
determining his policy. Then he would bo 
happy to govern in harmony with tho Par- 
liamentary majorities. 

Prince Bismarck's Hamburger Nachrich- 
teti protests against stigmatizing as un- 
patriotic the deputies who voted against tho 
Army bill. The majority, it aaya, differed 
from the Government only as to the amount 
of the increase 

The Ereiainninpe Zeitung, edited by 
Eugene Richter, Bays that ainco the times 
of Frederick William IV Parliament has not 
been criticised on tho parade grounds. 



KILLED BY NIHILISTS. 



A Kus8liin Student Murdered Because It Wits 
Feared He Would Betray His 
Associates, 

St. Petersburg, May o.— The police 
havo learned that tho student whoso body 
was found in tho woods near tho Plusaa 
station, on the Warsaw railway, had been 
associated with Nihilists. Tho Student's 
secret socioty suspectod of tho 
murder is a Nihilist organization 
with which tho young man had been con 
riected, and from which ho was trying to 
separate himaolf. Tho members of th 
Bociety killed him because they feared that 
he would betray them. Documents coi 
promising several members were found at 
their lodgings, and were seized by the 
police. Two men who ure suspected of the 
murder, after having been arrested, will bo 
executed.

TORONTO TOPICS. 

Alimony Suit Set Aside for buck of .Jurisdic- 
tion— Church Union Deprecated. 

TORONTO, May 9.— (Special)— Tho alimony 
suit of Mrs. Jano Clark Allen against her 
hucbaud, Dr. Wm. C. Allen, formerly of 
Cornwall, but now practising at Fort Mc- 
Lond, wus set uside at Osgoodo hall to-day, 
on the ground that tho action should havo 
been brought in the Northwest Territories. 

At p meeting of tho Congregational Dis- 
trict Union to day a resolution was passed 
deprecating the notion of those representa- 
tives of Congregationalism who had wailed 
on the Toronto Presbytery somo months 
ugo with propositions looking towards a 
union of tho two denominations. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 9. — No official intimation 
hue been yet received of the appointment of 
a successor to His Excellency, although it 
is stated, with somo degree ot definiteneaa, 
that Lord Stanley doea not expect to remain 
in Canada ufter July 1. If Lord Aberdeen 
is appointed Governor-General, ho will 
hardly assume tho duties of his office until 
September, as it is expected he will return 
to England in order to support the Homo 
Rule bill when it reaches the House of 
Lords. In the event of Lord Stanley's de- 
parture before tho arrival of the new GDver- 
nor, Chief Justice Strong will bo appointed 
administrator. 

The Smithsonian Institution has sent 
notices of valuable prizes of 510,000 and 
rthcrs for treatises on the increase and diffu- 
sion of moro exact knowledge regarding the 
nature or properties of atmospheric air. 

In the Supremo court to day the old dis- 
pute as to the constitutionality of tho 
Ontario local option law waa argued. 

A million and a quarter acres of lands 
wero, surveyed for settlement laat year. 
This Beuson double that quantity will bo 
surveyed. 

The Marino Deptrtment has at last de- 
cided to do something in the matter of pay- 
ing tho sealers compensation money. Until 
the question of identification of hunters 
and crews ia satisfactorily settled, their 
money will bo withheld. Meantime inBtruc 
tiona have been isauod to tho accountant of 
tho department to pay tho owners and 
masters in about ten days or two weeks. 
Collector Milne will thereforo be in a posi- 
tion to hand over their checques. 

The fishery in maritime province waters 
is poor and late. 

It has been definitely arranged that Hon. 
Mr. Ouimet and Mr. Costo leave for British 
Columbia on Friday night. 

Hon. Messrs. Bowell and Foster will prose- 
cuto tho tariff enquiry in the maritime prov- 
inces during the next two weeks. 



HOME EULE. 



Mr. Gladstone Denounces One Amend- 
ment as a Slight On the Irish 
Legislature. 



Mr. Redmond Insists That the New 
Body Be Called a Par- 
liament. 

London, May 9. — The House of Commons 
resumed its session to-d*y us a committeo of 
tho whole on the Irish Home Rule bill. Mr 
G. C. T. Hartley, Conservative M.P. for 
North Islington, moved to insert the words 
"subordinate to Parliament" in the first 
clause of the bill, so as to make the cluuso 
read : " On and after the appointed day 
thero shall bo in Ireland a Legialature sub- 
ordinate to Parliament," etc. 

Right Hon. Mr. Gladstono said that Mr. 
Hartley's motion implied a disbelief in tho 
assurances of tho Government, and thereforo 
overstepped the bounds of Parliamentary 
rules. 

Mr. Bartley appealed to tho chairman to 
state whether the amendment was in order 
or not. 

The chairman decided that the words were 
admisaable. 

Mr. Gladstone thereupon denounced tho 
amendment as obviously intended to paBs 
a slight upon the Irish Legislature, and im- 
plying mistrust in that Legislature on the 
part of Parliament. Right Hon. G. J. 
Goschen, formerly Chancellor of tho Ex- 
chequer, accused the Government of pruc- 
tically evading the questiou of Imperial 
control over the Irish Legislature. Ho said 
that if Mr. Gladstone were in earnest in hia 
alleged purpose to make the Imperial Par- 
liament supremo, he would not hesitate to 
accept tho amendment, 

Col. Saunderaon, M.P., Armagh, asked 
Mr. Gladstone what machinery in the bill 
enabled tho nominal supremacy of tho Im- 
perial Parliament which the bill enforced. 
All tho machinery that he (Col, Saunderaon) 
could seo in tho bill w aa Irish beyond the 
control of tha Imperial Parliament, and 
would not be worth a straw. 

After considerable debate tho amend- 
ment was rejected by a vote of 292 to 2fi7. 

Wm. Redmond, Parnollite M.P. for Fast 
Clare, moved that the Irish legislative as- 
sembly bo called parliament instead of leg- 
islature. 

Mr. Gladstone opposed tho motion on the 
grounds that the paramount assembly ought 
to bo called a parliament as distinguished 
from tho body to which tho parliament 
delegated cortain powers. 

Mr. Wm. Saunders, Liberal M.P. for 
Nowington, Walworth, who showed a din- 
poaition to voto against tho second reading 
of the Irish Homo Rulo bill, but finally 
voted with hia party, iB about to retii e 
from parliament in defereuco to the wishes 
of his constituents, who aro displeased with 
his course. 



Mr- Brown Repeats His Former 
Speeches but Cannot Carry His 
Resolution. 

(Prom our own Correspondent.) 
New Westminster, May 9. — Hon Theo- 
dore Davie delivered his first address to the 
peoplo of the Mainland in Herring's Opera 
House thia evening. Some 1,200 peoplo 
were present, including many ladies. Wil- 
liam U. Townsend, ex mayor, acted as chair 
man, and there wero large concingonta 
from Vancouver, Surrey, Chilliwhack and 
other places. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said he had been told that 
if he attempted to apeak in Westminster ho 
would be hooted ofl" the atngc, but he knew 
better. He knew that the people of British 
Columbia were always ready to give British 
fair play to any one who addressed them. 
Meetings had been called throughout; the 
Mainland and had been swayod by thoBO 
who spend their time in agitating 
the public mind. The meetings had 
not beon representative ones, though 
there were some representative 
men at those meetings. Those who promot- 
ed the meetings wero agitators. AH the 
newspapers on the Muinland, with ono ex- 
ception, had misrepresented the facts, per 
sislently and maliciously, 
satisfactorily prove away 



number of tho audience thought tho pro- 
cedure unfair. 

Tho chairman then put tho resolution and 
the nuys and yeas being about equally di- 
vided, ho declared that thero wero ub many 
nays as yeas, and considerable uproar on- 
sued. 

Mr. Brown then gob up and taking the 
resolution from tho chairman waved it 
above hia head, und renewed uproar re- 
sulted, during which tho audience dis- 
persed.

If he could not 
these falsehoods 
he did not wish to act us Premier of British 
Columbia one day longer. Ho would t^ko 
as his text tho petition to tho Governor- 
General, and would Bay that that petition 
would receive, ut his hands, moro considera- 
tion than it would when it reached Ottawa, 
as the measures denounced had been approv- 
ed by the constituted Government of tho 
Province. 

The petition was then taken up clause by 
clause, redistribution being first considered. 
Copious extracts wero read from newspaper 
clippings showing tho desire of the Govern- 
ment threeyearsago, toredistributotheecats, 
and it waa explained how difficult it was to 
get a fair distribution from tho census re- 
turns, as tho whites, Chinese and Indiana 
wero bunched together in tho Government 
returns. The Government intended to give 
redistribution aa between the Island and 
Mainland, principally according to popula- 
tion. (CheerB). When the correct return 
is received the Government would redeem 
its pledges and do what it promised. 
(Cheers). The Government returns showed 
28,259 whites on the Ialaud and 20,045 
whites on the Mainland. (Loud laughter). 
' You may well laugh," continued Hon. 
Mr. Davie, "and still the News-Advertiser 
says: ' Mr. Turner, who is now in Ottawa, 
wus compelled to accept this return as cor- 
rect ; and they did not wonder at it aa no 
one doubted but what it was correct.' 
\Y hut can be expected of a newspaper thut 
would accept Buch returns as correct? 

" As for one man, one vote, it was all 
very well us applied to cities. In the out- 
lying districts that principle could not be 
applied." He would now take up tho 
(uestion of the Parliament buildings. Tho 
present buildings were in a wretched dilapi- 
dated condition, requiring an expenditure 
of §5,000 a year, and $75,000 for a land of- 
fice. If £(100,000 were spent on roads and 
highways on the Mainland, complaints 
would come in from Cariboo to Comox, ac- 
cusing the Government of favoritism. Every 
settler would want a road to hia door. If 
the Government were able to do it, 
it would not be practicable. The Parliament 
buildings will cost the Province §25,384 a 
year, to bo wiped out in fifty years. De- 
ducting tho repairs mentioned left an 
annual charge of $20,000 a year. There is 
no more injustice in this appropriation than 
an appropriation of §15,000 a year for seven 
years for a bridgo acrosa the Fruser, 
Figures were then gone into to show tho 
fairness with which the Mainland had been 
treated regardiug revenue and appropria- 
tions. Taking from the revenuo the land 
sales, which was purely Government pro 
perty, tho Mainland had recoived §.'i48,;)G7 
more than they had, turned into tho Gov- 
ernment, while the excess of expsndituro 
over revenue on the Island wis but §119,278. 

Hon. Mr. L>»vie in conclusion ridiculed 
the petition for separation. Tho Premier 
said that all the officers of tho provisional 
government had been cut and dried, with 
fat billets to suit themselves, not the pco 
pie. If the feeling was growing for 
secession, it was simply growing among 
the misinformed, and what could bo 
expected when a paper in their midst waa 
publishing such treacherous, traitorous ut- 
terances to mislead peoplo? The News- 
Advertiser's leading article was again 
quoted. Mr. Brown and Mr. Cot- 
ton, Hon. Mr. Davie continued, were 
misguided and wero not looking 
the best interests of their constituents. Ho 
thanked them, in conclusion, for tho fair 
hearing accorded him by the peoplo of 
Westruinster. 

Tho Premier was loudly cheered when ho 
took his seat, having Bpoken two hours. 

Mr. J. C. Brown, M.P.P., followed, and 
was heartily received by his followers. Ho 
took up tho questions touched by Hon. Mr. 
Davie and attempted to put them in .a dif- 
ferent light before his auditors, to tho al- 
leged discredit of tho Government. No 
fresh arguments were advanced, his speech 
in tho main being similur to that mudo hy 
him in tho Houao, as well as at Vancouver 
and other places. In the Parliament build- 
ing affair he accused tho Government 
of criminal recklessness, nnd stated that 
in the Redistribution bill the Government 
hud broken its pledged by not getting the 
census returns which he found very littlo 
difficulty in getting himself. If redistribu- 
tion could not bo got ho would go in for 
separation. If separation meant ruin, tho 
present policy of tho Government meant 
ruin too, and the people might as well havo 
their fun for their money. Ab for thero be- 
ing a Provisional Government that waa 
wrong, that originated with tho Govern- 
ment's paid liar in a certain newspaper 
office. 

Mr. Brown concluded by submitting a 
resolution that, after listening to Premier 
Davie, they denounced tho action of tho 
Government in the matters beforo tho 
people. 

Mr. Brown asked to again reply, when 
Hon. Mr. Djvie objected, but the chairman 
allowed Mr. Brown to continue. A largo 



Sugar Rrct Crop Ruluctl. 
London, May 8. — Reports from the Con- 
tinent show that drouth and heat huve 
spoiled tho beet root crop, and that an en- 
ormous increase in sugar prices is in pro- 
gress. Grain speculators declare that all 
hopo of saving tho winter wheat crop is 
gone. 

Cholera Increasing. 

St. PETERSBURG, May 9.— The cholera is 
increasing in Tobolsk, the moBt westerly 
town of Siboria, and a group of medical 
students who were completing their curri- 
culum at St. Petersburg has been dis- 
patched to reinforce the Siberian physicians 
and assist them in dealing with tho postil- 
ence. 

No Concessions lo Dockers. 

London, May 9.— The Shipping Federa- 
tion, after a prolonged conference, has de- 
cided to make no concessions to the dockers'. 
The men must submit to the conditions 
of the Federation, say the ship owners, or 
ceaso working for its members.

MELBOURNE, May 9. — The Bank of Vic- 
toria, Ltd., has suspended. According to 
tho balance sheet of lust December deposits 
amounted to over seven million pourida.

Imperial Mcfence. 

London, May 9. — The usual meeting of 
tho council of the Iniperiul Federation 
League held on Saturday to consider Sir 
Charles Tupper's statements respecting tho 

sire of some prominent members to Becure 
contributions from the colonies for the Im- 
perial army, has led to an interesting anil 
ively discussion. Lord Keay und Sir John 
Coulombe in moving their resolutions dis- 
claimed any such disire. Sir Charles Tup- 
per fully accepted the disclaimer, but pro- 
duced a mass of evidence to support his in- 
ference as to hiB critics' views. Messrs. 
Faithful, Begg and other members expressed 
the hope thut a split would bo avoided und 
moved tho previous question. Chairman 
Edward Stanhopo suggested a resolution 
according satisfaction at Sir Charlea Tup- 
per'a acceptance of the explanation offered 
by Lord Reay and Sir John Coulombe. Sir 
Charles accepted this, which was adopted 
with unanimity. The meeting was brought 
to a friendly closo, having served the pur- 
pose of bringing to an issue this question 
which has been so long simmering. Sir 
Charles Tuppor claims a distinct victory for 
the principle which ho has always advo- 
cated, that in relation to joint action for 
Imperial defence the starting point ia col- 
onial outlay, and that action for self-defence 
is just us much Imperial as tho expenditure 
of the funds voted for tho army and navy.

Montreal, May 9. — (Special) — George 
Olds, general traffic manager of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, who has just returned 
from a trip to Duluth and other pointB 
West was interviewed rogurding the quan- 
tity of grain now in store in Maitoba and 
the Northwest. Tho latest returns, he said, 
wero 2,034,320 bushels of wheat, 124,000 
bushels of oats, and ,'13,500 bushels of barley 
stored in tho interior, while tho Canadian 
Pacific elevators at Fort William contained 
no leaa than 3,111,805 bushels.

THE ARBITRATION. 

Mr. Coudert Continues Ills Argument. Con- 
tending That the Victims of Pelagic 
se.illinr Arc the Females. 

PARIS, May 9. — F. R. Coudert, of the 
counsel for tho United. States, continued his 
argument to-day before tho Behring Soa 
tribunal of arbitration. Mr. Coudert 
related the history of pelagic sealing, and 
showed that since the adoption of thef/iodui 
vivendi pelagic sealers hud increased their 
demands. He quoted statements from the 
counter case of Great Britain, which, he 
argued, virtually confirmed hia contention 
that pelagic sealing was gradually destroy- 
ing the seal species, and ho reud and com- 
mented on the London furriers, showing 
that whilo tho seal catch at Pribyloff 
Islands was chiefly of males, tho BealB cap- 
tured by tho pelagic hunters wero chiefly 
females.

kane Falls. Tho company will in all proba- 
bility be incorporated by the 1st of June, 
and then work will commence in good 
shupe.

KASLO-SI.OCAX. 

KaSLO, May 3. — Further inquiry regard- 
ing tho big mining deal, reported last week, 
leads to its confirmation by Mr. Middow 
himself, who stated that his Company were 
bent upon permanently establishing them- 
selves in this country. Ho had placed a 
figure upon certain other properties and it 
only needeil tiie assent of his cor.freres to 
assume control. It was the intention of the 
capitalists he represented to purchase all 
promising prospects, and in this way to keep 
their proposed works at, Four-Mile City and 
Now Denver always running Mr. Middow 
told of tho large measure of success that had 
followed his trip through the Slocan 
and expressed his confidence in a 
mildly spoken manner, for the future 
of this as yet comparatively unknown dis- 
trict. 

Paramount to the importance of the great 
mining transaction reported is the projected 
Ivaslo Slocan railway, bast week it was 
stated that the head pushers of the coucern 
were in town, but it is as yet unknown to a 
certainty whether the road is to bo built.

It was given out, that the 
Kaslo-Slocan road was to bo built ut once, 
and an advertisement in this week's issue of 
the local sheet would iu a small measure 
corroborate that. The advertisement men- 
tioned calls for tho erection of three 
wharves, each 100x100 feet, on tho com- 
pany's property on Water street, and store- 
houses 30x60 feet. Further, tho ground at 
the corner of E avenue and Third street is 
being cleared oir for what is confidently be- 
lieved to be the railway offices. In a recent 
issue of the Spokane Chronicle is an iuter- 
view with Mr. Munn, who there explicitly 
stated the road would bo built. 

An English company has made an offer of 
$50,000 for tho Eureka, Richmond and 
Mineral Hill mines in this, district, but 
as yet tho offer has not been accepted, 
one of the shareholders, possessing a twelfth 
interest, refusing the offer. D. McRae, C. 
Chambers, B, White and II. A. Ross ure 
the proprietors. 

A two-foot striko of clean ore was made 
in the Alamo mine, owned by Spokane peo- 
ple, tho other day. It assays as high us 
200 ounces to the ton. 

No oro is at present coining in, the roads 
being in a deplorablo condition. It will 
take considerable cash and much time to re- 
pair tho ditnuges. Tho storehouses still 
remain full, none of tho precious article 
being shipped to tho smelter.

Mr. Shelton is opening out a 
furniture store on A avenue, und Mr. Wil- 
liams contemplates establishing a branch 
offieo for his firm. 

• A avenue is being widened an additional 
20 feet, tho property owners on that thor- 
oughfare surrendering 10 feet on both sides. 
It has greatly improved the general appear- 
ance of the street. 

Dr. Kilbourn, a Seattlo capitalist, has ox- 
pressed tho intention of putting iu a water 
system hero. O. L. Stone, a competent and 



painstaking export, has been inspecting the 
city and his report is oxtromely favorable.

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THE CITY NOT LIABLE. 



Judgment Given in Kiufif v. the Cor- 
poration of Victoria, in Favor 
of thu Defendants. 

Sir Matthew Baillio Begfbie Holds that 
Under the Health Rules There 
Was No Negligence. 



Tho most interesting case heard in the 
County court yesterday was that of King v. 
tho Corporation of Victoria, a Buit for dam- 
ages and to recover loss sustained by tho 
confinement of tho plaintiff and his family 
in tho auapeot station last year, after ho had 
buried the body of a poraou who hud died 
lrom Bmallpox. 

Tho circumstances of tho case, as shown 
in evidenco, were briefly as follows : King, 
who is a carter or druyman, was engaged by 
Dr. Geo. A. Duncan, city health officer, to 
bury the body of a patient who had died of 
smallpox. He was to receive $ - J0 remuner- 
ation, and an ussiHtaut, by tho namo of 
Little, was ti gel. $.-> for his work. After 
tho burial King drove Little out to tho Ross 
Bay suspect station, where ho left him, the 
latter having made up his mind that he 
would have to undergo quarantine. King 
said ho would take bis bath at the Jubilee 
hospital station, but on arriving there found 
tho place oloHed. He then went homo, and, 
before going into the house, took what ho 
considered to be all reasonable precautions 
by bathing and diBinfeotinE! himself in the 
hayloft. Shortly afterwards tho City 
Health Oflicor was notified that King had 
not been, according to the information, pro- 
perly disinfected. Ho accordingly had an 
officer make inquiries, as a result of which 
King was taken to the suspect station, and 
shortly afterwards his wife and family wero 
also takeu out. While they wero in quar- 
antine, by theft, starvation, or otherwise, a 
number of fowl at, King's house died or dis- 
appeared, and ho incurred other and serious 
loss. Mr. Thornton Fell appeared for the 
plaintiff, Mr. C. J. Prior, ot Ebcrts & Tay. 
lor, for the defeHdunts. 

Tho defence was that tho Health Officer 
acted under the Provincial health rules, as 
published in the Gazette by tho authority 
of Eis Honor tho Lieut. -Governor in 
Council. 

Sir Matthew Baillia Begbie, in giving 
judgment for the defendants, said 
that the action of tho Health 
Officer had been clearly cast upon him 
by the rules which said that he 
must do cortain things, not that ho might 
do so. Had ho not dono so be would 
have laid himself open, to indictment. 
The rules, did not provide that tho 
Health Officer should look after anyone's 
household , and therefore the city not hav- 
ing done bo could not he said to be guilty 
of negligenco. That Mr. King had suffered 
serious loss there could be no doubt, but, 
while it was perhaps u harsh way of putting 
it, this loss had been occasioned by his own 
negligence. He should have been informed 
of the health rules and havo taken the pre 
cautions thorciu provided. In view of the 
circumstances of tho case, however, he 
would not give costs. The judgment would 
be entered for the defendants, each party to 
pay his own costs. 

Home Itulc Amendment Abandoned. 

London, May 9. — Hon. Mr. Bowles, Con- 
servative M P. for King's Lynn, will, it is 
said, abandon his motion to instruct tho 
committee of tho whole house that the 
Home Elulo bill shall bo divided, so as to 
make the proposals as to the Irish repre- 
sentation at Westminster a separate mea- 
sure.

THE HE VISED U. S. TARIFF. 

The goods upon which duties wera col 
lected imported iuto tho United States last 
year were valued at $335,500,000, and the 
duties paid amounted to $L7.'!,000,000, or an 
ad valorem rato of 49 per cent, all round. 
This is the tariff which those consistent freo- 
tcadors, the Canadian advocates of unre 
strioted reciprocity, would have the Do- 
minion adopt. Forty nine per cent of the 
value oi the dutiable goods imported is a 
rery big share for the Government to claim. 
The duty upon tho goods imported dur- 
ing the current year is esti: .uteri at about 
$210,000,000, and it wri bo an average of 
nearly fifty por cent. It is no wonder that 
tho people of tho United States are de- 
manding tariff reform. This they will be 
sure lo get, though not to the extent of free 
trade or anything like it. There are too 
many interests at stake to permit of the 
tariff being cut down at one stroke to 
u rcvenuo standard. Tho reform 
is, we think, pretty accurately outlinod in 
the following extract from an article in the 
New York Times of the 2nd inat. : 

"It is generally understood," it says, 
" that the tariff will be revised by repealing 
tho duties now imposed on certain raw 
materials and sealing down the other duties. 
The proposed enlargement of the free list 
by removing tho duties on wool, iron ore, 
coal, coko and lumber would cut off about 
1*12,000,000 in revenue, tho duties on wool 
alone being now about §7,800,000. If the 
changes made in the remaining duties should 
rodueo the avorage ad valorem rate from 19 
percent, to 30 per cent., the revenue from 
austoms would be reduced from Si210,()00,- 
000 to about $120,000,000, if wo assum • 
that the quantity and value of the 
imported goods, would remain about tl e 
same," 

TheTin-.es, being a Democratic paper, is 
not likely to misrepresent the intentions of 
tho Government. And its information agrees 
with the spirit c.f tho tari 11" reform outlined by 
Mr. Cleveland in his celebratod message to 
Congress nioro than four yenra ugo. Tho 
leading feature of hiB proposed reform was 
to take the duties oil the necessaries of life 
and tho raw material of manufactures, and 
this is pretty much what tho Tiroes gives as 
the general understanding that now exists 
among men who have some knowledge of 
tho Government's intentions. 



DISTURBED BRAZIL. 

Brazil is not finding in republicanism 
peace, tranquility and prosperity. When 
it was an empire and tho good Dom Pedro 
wus its ruler its peoplo lived peacefully and 
enjoyed a full share of the good things of 
the world. But the Brazilians, like a great 
mauy others, wore uot ooutent to let well 
enough alone. They sent tho unoffending 
Kmpcror into exilo and set up a Republic. 
Since then they have had a troublous timo. 
^Neither tho peoplo nor their leaders seem to 
know how to use their powers and privil- 
eges for tho good of tho whole country. 
Thero have boon jealousies among tho lead- 
ing men and tho people havo been induced 
to take the part of one against tho other. 
Tho Governor of tho Southern province bo- 
camo unpopular and tho people rose against 
him. Since then the discontent has spread 
and it would appeur that tho insurrection 
has ooased to be a mere local disturbance 
and ha3 assumed tho proportions 
of n regularly organized rebellion. 
Tho news from Brazil iu meagre and per- 
haps is not much to ho depended upon, but 
this much is cortain: Tho disturbance in the 
Soutli, which it was said was insig- 
nificent, and would soon ho quelled, 
has not heon quelled, hut has con- 
tinued, and has as timo progressed gath- 



ered strength. Tho predictions which are 
still mado thut the rebellion will soon be 
over aro not to bo relied upon. The people 
of Brazil, like tho citizens of thoother South 
American ropublics, have not yet learned 
the art of self-government. Instead of get- 
ting over their difficulties in aquiet and con- 
stitutional manner, they are impatient of 
opposition, and are ready to resort to phy- 
sical force, oven before they see a reason- 
able chance of succeeding. Tho consequence 
is that they are in a continuous stale of un- 
rest, and do jiot mako that use' of their 
natural udvantages and are not as rich and 
powerful as they would be if they were 
blessed with _a strong and stublc govern- 
ment. Tho conclusion to which many have 
an ived is that the South Americans ure uot 
fitted for self-government, that they do not 
possess tho qualities which enable men to use 
froo institutions to their own advantage. 
What is going on in Brazil now, und the 
contrast which its present unquiet state 
presents with its peaceful uud flourishing 
condition when Dom Pedro was Kmpcror, 
ulmost forces one to that conclusion. 



CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

Humana people are in this city often 
shocked by exhibitions of cruelty to ani- 
mals. They are grieved thut there is no 
one whoso business it is to take the part of 
the ill-used dumb creatures and to have tho 
buv enforced against thuso who torturo and 
ill-use them. Our sympathies are alto- 
gether -with thesB kind-hearted people. 
Domestic animals have no protectors except 
their owners, and if those owners, blind to 
their true interest, abuse their power over 
tho poor brutes, they must continue to suf- 
fer from tho wanton cruelty of thoughtless 
and heartless persons. lint the animals ure 
entitled to protection. They are of very 
great service to man, and it is the duty of 
the community to see that they are not 
harburously treated. The law very proper 
ly interposes in their behalf. Persons 
found guilty of ill-using the animals under 
their caro can bo punished with fine 
and imprisonment. But who is to put 
the law in operation? The police 
Policemen cannot be everywhere, aud too 
often the policeman has peculiar ideas as to 
what constitutes cruelty to animals. Police 
men have been known to stand by while 
animals wero being inhumanely treated 
without as much as uttering a word of 
remonstrance, and when an outraged by- 
stander interfered to provcut the further 
torturo of the unresisting creature, the 
policeman has been known to tako tho part 
of the torturer and to givo the pleader for 
mercy to know that it would be batter for 
him "to mind his own business." All 
policemen, however, are not of this stamp. 
On tho contrary, some of them E.re humane 
men who hate to see an auimal cruelly used, 
But, as a general thing, policemen are not 
to be depended upon to proven', ani"'-ls on 
the alreots and elsewhere being badly 
trea ed. Tho brutal teamster or drover 
very seldom has tho fear of tho policeman 
before his eyes. 

There is, however, nothing to hinder 
tho lovers of animals forming an 
association for their protection, and 
keeping in their employ a man 
of kind heart and good judgment 
whose duty it would bo to preserve the 
dumb creature from ill-usage, Such a man 
would very soon become a terror to those 
who take a delight in torturing, or in see- 
ing tortured, dumb creatures. It would be 
his duty to search out all cases of cruelty, 
to look up evidence against the offenders, 
and to prosecute them in the Police Court. 
We have no doubt that the authorities 
would givo tho representative of tho As- 
sociation all needful help aud encourage- 
ment. If tho right man were employed, he 
would do a great deal of good, und his work 
would be uot only in the interests of human- 
ity, but in the interests of tho owners ol 
animals generally, It is said thut " tho 
merciful man is merciful to his beast," it 
m ly also bo said that tho shrewd man who 
knows what is best for himself, will treat 
his beast mercifully and kindly. H imun 
ity, as far aa dumb creatures a o con- 
cerned, piys, and cruelty is wasteful, and 
in every way bad economy. 



ATROCIOUS INJUSTICE. 

Thero was another utrocious lynching in 
South Carolina a short time ago. A negro 
was as usual the victim — but this timo an 
innocent negro. His name was John Pat- 
terson. Ho was accused of assaulting a 
young girl at a place called Denmark. 
Finding thut he was suspected and fearing 
the violonco of tho mob ho went to Colum- 
bia und begged the protection of the (iov 
ernor. The Governor, instead of shielding 
the man from violence, sent him to Den 
mark, where ho knew the crowd was thirst 
ing for his blood. When ho was thus de 
livered into tho hands of his uccuserd they 
pursued the same course that anyono ac 
quainted with Southern mobs know they 
would tako. A mock trial wis held. There 
was no evidence against the man. Even th 
girl whom he waa said to havo assaulted 
testified that ho was not tho man. But the 
mob did not want justico and they wore not 
in a frame of mind to weigh evidence. They 
gave the unhappy negro no chance Lo defend 
himself, but hurried him off' and hanged him 
from the nearest treo, riddling his body with 
bullets as it swung in tho air, Very little 
is said ubout the brutality of the mob. That 
has got to be an old story, and it would 
bo surprising if under the circumstances 
they would have acted iu any other way, but 
something hotter was expectedof the Gov- 
ernor, who is presumably a man of educa- 
tion, who has sonio idea of what just ice and 
humanity mean. To send n man, who had 
fled to him for justice, to where hu would he 
certain to ho cruelly murdered, is not what 
might he expected of tho first mogistrutoin 
the Stiite. TobIiow how his act is regarded 
by educated and humane men in his own 



State, wo reproduce the following passage 
from a Columbia newspaper, Tho State : 

B. R- Titlmun, Governor of South Caro- 
lina, stand up before the jury <f tho people 
of your State and emu try und answer to 
tho churge of delivering a holpIeBs und in- 
nocent prisoner, who had surrendered him- 
self to you aa to the highest official repre- 
sentative of lnw and order and justice, to 
tho mad fury of a mob, which thirsted for a 
victim, and thereby deliberately, wilfully 
aud against all warning, cau-iug him to be 
murdered. Wo indie; you for this crime in 
the name of humanity, in the name of con- 
sistency, iu the name of justico. 

Howisit that humano and law-respecting 
men havo so littlo iufluenco in the Southern 
States ? They ought to be ablo to prevent 
such crimes as that of tho murder of John 
Pattorson.

PASSING BY LAWS. 

A Short Meeting of the, City Council Breaks 
Up for Want of a Quorum. 

A special meeting of the City Council 
was held lust evening, Mayor Beaven in the 
chair, and the following members present, 
viz. : Aid. McKillican, MoTuvish, Styles, 
Bragg, Henderson and Munn. 

There being no routine business to trana- 
ac - , by-laws ou tho order paper wero at 
once taken up. Leave wus granted to Aid. 
McKillican to introduce a by-law providing 
for tho expenditure of the revenue for 180o, 
and to Aid. Bragg to introduce tho Mont- 
rose Avenue Local Improvement By-law. 

Tho School by-law to borrow the sum of 
§83,000 on debentures, for "educational 
purposes," wus read a second time and 
committed, although Aid. Munn and Mc- 
Killican naked to have it ataud over until a 
full hoard should be present. 

In committee a provision was inserted to 
make the debentures bear date tho 3rd of 
July. Tho by-law was then reported com- 
plete. 

Tho two other by-laws, to raise $25,000 
and $110,000 respectively, for school pur- 
poses, wero then withdrawn. 

Tho Council went into committee of the 
whole on the Council by-law. Clause one, 
providing for regular meetings on every 
Monday in the year, except public holidays, 
was passed. 

Ald. McKillican'.' by law to raise §65,- 
000 to improve and extend the city electric 
light plant was read a second time and put 
through committeo. 

Ai.l) Bkaqo thought thi3 by-law should 
he held over until tho report of the commit 
tee appointed to discuss the matter of tho 
acquirement of the N. E. T. & L. Co. 'a 
plunt wus received. 

Ald. McKillican explained that if tho 
by-law were carried it was intended to put 
tho electric light apparatus in firat clnss 
shape. If possible a water-front lot would 
he purchased so that the city would havo its 
own wharfage facilities and thereby effect a 
considerable Baving in the coal bill. It. was 
intended, with tho improved plant, to light 
tho centre of the city every night in the 
year, this to include city institutions, such 
as the city hull, police stations, fire hall, 
etc. Tho outlying sections of tho 
city would he lighted as under 
the present system, the lights being kept 
going except, on " mnonshiny " nights. 

Ald. McKillican's Park by-law was 
read a third time and passed, 

Ald Bbaoo'u Oak Bay Sidewalk Local 
Improvement hy-luw was read a second 
time oml committed. Giving to some al- 
leged det|ct iu tho by law it waa again laid 
over. W 

At 10 o'clock there being no quorum the 
Mayor left tho chair. 



THE CONTRACT SIGNED. 

Grading of the Victoria und Sidney Com- 
menced and Work to lie Pushed 
Rapidly. 

Mr. T. W. Patterson having been awardctl 
tho contract for the construction of tho 
much talked of Victoria and Sidney rail- 
way, his foreman and a gang of men started 
grading yesterday, from the Sidney end of 
the line, and work will bo pushed forward 
us fast us possible. Tho route is not yot all 
cleared, and although consido able haa been 
done in thia direction, there is yet much to 
do. From now on, however, gangs of men 
will he kept constuntly employed, and it ia 
stated on the very best of authority that 
beforo tho "snow Bii s," as the saying ia, the 
iron horse will be speeding over the second 
railwuy line on Vancouver Island. 

Tho above announcement will ho -received 
with very general satisfaction by thoao who 
havo for some time past been anxiously and 
expectantly awaiting some news as to what 
tho new "owners" of the embryonic railway 
wero going to do. It will bo remembered 
that the controlling interest in tho stock of 
the Company was recently acquired by local 
capitalists. It was understood that tho 
sumo people who are interested iu the K. & 
N. railway were tho purchasers, and that 
gavo the people more general satisfaction 
and confidence, wfaioh will now bo increased 
when it is know that the contract baH been 
entered upon. The contractor, Mr. T. YV. 
Patterson, bad the contract for constructing 
tho Victoria tramway line, und is woll 
known in Victoria.

THE TOWN OF SiYWAED. 

A First Product of Railway Enterprise— 
Fortunate Beginning and Bright 
Prospects. 

A new town, which thero ia every reaEon 
.to believe will soon have a substantial and 
permanent standing, is that of Sayward, 
chosen as hia working base by the contractor 
for the Nelson & Fort Sheppurd railway, 
and therefore starting under auspices more 
than usually favorable. Thero being up- 
wards of a thousand railway navvies to bo 
employed in that vicinity, tho commissariat 
stores and ollices alone will give a very 
lively appearance to tho place, and form a 
good nucleus tor the establishment of the 
town which is destined hy choice, aa well aa 
by natural fitness, to bo the junction of 
river and railway transportation for the 
Kootenay country. Tlie site is a particularly 
good one, being level bench laud, well 
adapted for building purposes. Sayward ia 
recognized by all who are familiar with the 
country aa tho moat natural locition for a 
supply sta'ion for tho rich minea on tho 
Pend d'Oreille and Salmon rivera, aa well aa 
Trail creek. It is situated on tho east hunk 
of tho Columbia rivor, at tho mouth of 
Heaver creek, about four miles north of tho 
Pend d'Oreillo river and the international 
boundary line. 

The site is now the property of the West 
Kootenay Land Company, but ia about to 
bo put upon the market in building lota, 
the firat of which will he for sale on Thurs- 
day morning. The sales in Victoria will be 
made at the oificea of the Company's mana- 
ger, Mr. Joshua Davies, in the Board of 
Trade building. There hua been a great 
deal of money profitably invested by Vic- 
toriana in townaitca in tho rich interior of 
tho Province, und fortunes Lave been made 
by shrewd men who have put their faith 
and their dollars in places of far less promise 
than this new town of Sayward.

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GERMANY'S CIUS1S. 



The Situation Viewed With Gloomy 
Forebodings By the Uer- 
niau Press- 



France Believes the Defeat of the 
Army Bill Guarantees 
Peace. 



New York, May 8.— The Herald's FuriB 
cable yesterday said : The entire attention 
of tbo European political world is turned 
toward Birlin, where the Reichstag voted 
on tho army bill. The iutnrest is much more 
considerable than ono would havo believed. 
If tho Reichstag had voted for an increase 
in tho ellectivo military force all tho great 
states of Europe would have been obliged 
to follow Germany's example, btcauso tho 
whole of Europe is 'now managed from u 
military point of view. According to early 
reports it was thought that tho army bill 
would bo rejected and the dissolution of the 
Reichstag was predicted. 

Ono must uow expect a very bellicose 
campaign and the use of alarmist threats on 
the part of Germany. It will be necessary 
to verify every piece of news before believ- 
ing it, and in Franco we can expect 
incidents on the frontier like tbeSohnaebele 
affair. For tho rest, it is not their relations 
with Germany which now cause uneasiness 
to tho French Government, but the relations 
of Franco and England, which aro very bad. 

Throughout Asia, Africa und Europe, 
Enelish policies uro thwarting French 
policies. In the diilijulties with iSiam it is 
again England exciting the Siamese against 
France. In Africa there ure serious 
troubles in tho region of Lake Schad, and 
tho inciting of the Sultan of Morocco. In 
Europe the interminable discussion about 
Egypt proves that England, in spite of 
every promise, will not evacuate the 
country. Tho speech of Mr. Gladstone 
produced a very bad effect on the French 
Government. It is certain that the entire 
policies of Europe will bo influenced sooner 
or later by this French and English anti- 
pathy. 

London, May S. — Bits of covert news 
sometimes help one to understand politics 
on a largo scule. Hero are some details of 
the trip of Emperor William to Rome : 
Tho relations of tho two monarchs, which 
were very good duriDg the first days of the 
Kaiser's sojourn, ended by becoming bad on 
account of the character of Emperor Wil- 
liam's commandant. Queen Margharita 
made complaint to King Humbort, and the 
Imperial train was stopped in tho open 
country during tho trip from Naples to 
Genoa in order to permit the Royal train to 
pass ahead. At tho placo where the trains 
overtook each other tho two sovereigns had 
a secret interview, and tho consequence was 
that the Royal train arrived at Genoa be- 
fore the Imperial train, and that the two 
pirties entered tho city separately. It is 
also stated that during his stay Emperor 
William wished to call out tho garrison on 
alarm in the middle of tho night, und it was 
only on the protest of Queen Margharita 
that tho alarm was not given, under the 
pretext thit it might awake tho Pope. 
Thcao little incidents, commented on and 
repeated, produce a bad effect in Europe, 
because they show that tho character of tho 
irascible young sovereign has not been 
changed. 

The Berlin correspondent of tho Times 
says: " The issue of the political contest 
is doubtful, even in the view of the most 
acute and farseeiug observer. The prospect, 
while dark for the Government, is not 
cheerful for its principal opponents. It 
must bo viewed with grave foreboding by 
all patriotic Germans." 'The correspondent 
etilogiz s Chancellor Von Caprivi highly for 
his unflinching courage and admirable dig- 
nity. 

Tho Standard's Berlin correspondent 
says : " It is hardly possible to take a too 
gloomy view of the situation. While de- 
spairing of tho national sense of the people, 
everybody must feel that the speeches and 
events of tho last few days menunce the 
peace of Europe. Franco and Russia aro 
certain to believe German military experts, 
who have spoken in the Reichstag of the 
defects of the army, rather than laymen." 

UKitLiN, May 8.— The Vorwaerts pub- 
lished yesterday morning the election man- 
ifesto of the Si.cial-Dcmocratic party. Tho 
executive committee emphasizes the opinion 
that the new Reichstag will have to deal 
not only with the army bill, but also with 
the fundamental rights of the people, 
which will be threatened by the present 
attack upon universal suffrage. The re- 
port is current that a Bisniark party is 
forming. The party will urge the Prince 
to accept a seat in the Reichstag and under 
hi3 namo and with his authority will or- 
ganize a campaign throughout the empire. 

The Voesische Zeitung, Radical, suya of 
tho coming election : " If the nation shows 
a firm resolution in tho coming elections tho 
military administration will be obliged to 
reckon with facts us they are. Chancellor 
von Cuprivi alluded to tho readiness wfe>h 
which tho British and French parliaments 
vote money for national defences, but when 
did tho German government give tho nation 
tho same control of national affairs that tho 
French and Bri iah nations huve ?" 

The Kreu^ Zeitung, ultra-Conservative, 
expresses delight with the government's 
courage in answering by immediate dissolu- 
tion tho Reichstag's disgraceful avowal of a 
want of national feeling. 

Princo Bismarck's Hamburger Nachrich- 
ten regrots the dissolution, but hopes it muy 
be followed by some beneficial results. "The 
coming struggle," it says, " threatens to be 
ono ot the most violent in the history of the 
empire. Everybody expects that it will be 
characterized by somo Btartling events." 

The Koluiacho Volka Zeitung, principal 
orgui of tho Rhino Catholics, regrets the 
division of tbo clerical party and urges 
upon all Catholics the necessity of preserv- 
ing a strong und united front. Like all 
clerical dailies, it takes sides with the ma- 
j jrity against the Huehne contingent. 

Paris, May S. — Tho feeling aroused by 
the rejection of tho German urmy bill is 
mild elation. In political circles tho de- 
feat of tho bill is regarded as u guuruuteo 
of peuco. 

Tlie Pope's Appeal. 
BOMB, May 8. — The pope is preparing an 
encyclical to the European governments 
setting forth the inevitable crisis to which 
tho crushing military charges condemn 
thorn. He will call tbo attention of the 
governments to tins necessity of introducing 
tho idea of pacification into the general 
election polijy, us well as the appease- 
ment of tho unger of tho working 
classes consequent upon their misery, 
Hio Holiness will ask for a resolution on 
the question of disarmament, probably by 
an encyclical, which may bo the result of 
an agreement omite to in his interview with 
tho Emperor of Germany. Tho Govern- 
ments of Italy, Austria, Spain, Belgium and 
Russia are said to bo already informed of 
the agreement referred to above, and are 
v, illing to accept it. Russia has mudo cer- 1 



tuin reserves, but intends, it is believed, to 
udhero to the general decision, in which 
case she would bo charged with the mission 
of bringing pressure upon France to induce 
her to juin tho other nations. 

HEBREW EXPULSIONS. 

How They Are Being Carried On In Poland 
By the Government of Kussla. 

New York, Miy 8.- Harold Frederic 
cables from London : " Though tbo news- 
papers of Western Europe aro just now busy 
with moro than tho ordinary supply of 
topics calling for big typo and double leads, 
I take it that America's interest must bo 
nearly touchod by something that ia hap- 
pening over across tho lino, which separ : 
ates civilization from barbarism in mid- 
Europe, no hint of which has heretofore 
got into type. Any part of the facts which 
I am able to-day to make public uro known 
to only three men in London und perhaps 
ten or a dozen others in Paris, Berlin und 
Vienna. 

" Tho greatest possible pains havo been 
taken during tho past fortnight to verify 
these facts before venturing upon tho state- 
ment. They uro supported by a lot of de- 
tailed documentary evidence, some of the 
originals of which aro hero in Loudon, and 
which I have seen. These show that the 
wholesale expulsion ol the Jews hus been 
begun in the kingdom of Poland itself, and 
this means a forced dispersion of the people 
compared with which tho recent exo- 
dus from Russia proper ia relatively insig- 
nificant. 

" There are at the present moment some- 
thing like l,500,000Jew* in Poland, or about 
four times the number affected by tho Pass- 
over edicts in Russia. They are of aaome- 
what becter class, as a whole, than the Rus- 
sian Jews; at least from un economic point 
of view, because they contain a much larger 
proportion of artisans und skilled workmen. 
When this new Polish exodus gets fairly 
into motion the resources and patience of 
Christendom will bo taxed as nover before. 
Incredible us it muy seem at first, these de- 
crees ot expulsion wore promulgated as far 
back aa the 2Slh of last February, yet they 
wero only heard of, outsitle of Russi>, a 
fortnight ago. This alono gives a notion of 
the hopeless obscurity enveloping everything 
east of the Vistula. When the tidings at 
last drifted westward, the leaders of tho 
Jewish community discredited them, and 
not until uctuul proofs wero obtained were 
they ublo to realize this hideous addition to 
their calamitous burden. 

" Inquiry has developed the fact that 
ulready many thousands of Jewish families 
in tho villugea and open country all over Po- 
land have been served with these summary 
orders to move at once into the towns. Tho 
most detailed information at hand hero re- 
fers to tho Province of Rudom, but thoro 
seems to bo no doubt that tho same machin- 
ery is at work in tho other nino aoctions of 
the kingdom. In the solitary communal 
district of Rudo Guzovaka, which is forty 
versta from Warsaw on tho railroad to 
Vinna, 4S0 families, ongaged in trade and 
possessed of immense pi operty, have been 
served with orders to leave- In the village 
of Sucedniov, the seat of administration for 
the Government iron mines, 250 families 
have received aimilar notices. In the com- 
munal district of Blizen out of the 170 Jew- 
ish families in the place 15S have been or- 
dered out. Of these latter 70 families havo 
been settled thero for generations, if not for 
centuries. 



EIGHT HOURS ONLY. 

The Annual Demonstrations In London and 
(tn the Continent of Europe. 

London, May S — Tho annual eight hours' 
demonstration of London workmen was made 
yest-rday in Hyde Park. Tho weather 
waa lino und all tho proceedings were con- 
ducted with exceptional enthusiasm. All 
tho principal unions had appointed dele- 
gatea to take part in the procession. The 
delegates on the Thames embankment 
formed in line and marched through cheer- 
ing crowd8' of laborers to the purk, where 
they were divided among the audieucea at 
the numerous speakers platforms. The en- 
tire open space in tho park was filled w ith 
men and women. At 21 platforms resolu- 
tions were passed in favor of a legal eight- 
hour duy for every trude which voted 
for it. , ' 

At every meeting collections wero taken 
for the Hull strikers. The moat notable 
speech whs mude by John Burns, M 
The eight-hour bill, he euid, was makii.g 
rapid progress. The success of tha eight 
hour bill for miners was an evidence of pro- 
gress as well ua an ourneat proof of further 
successes. The bill was a manifesto from 
the workincmen to the rich and idlo. It 
meant an uprising against the system which 
sent the laborer to the hospital on account 
of premature old age, or to the grave for 
luck of work. 

Meetings held in Hull, Glasgow, Manches- 
ter, Birmingham und other cities with large 
populations passed resolutions in favor of a 
law for eight hours of work per day. 

The eight-hour meeting in Phoenix park, 
Dublin, wero attended by great crowds. 
Win. Field, Purnellite und Iubor member of 
Parliament, and several othor speakers were 
cheered when they denounced the persona 
responsible tor the Four courts explosion. 

HAMBURG, May 8.— Thousands of work- 
ingmou marched in Barmbeok yesterday 
afternoon to demonstrate their desire for'nn 
eight-hour day- In the procession were 700 
unemployed clerks and tbo representatives 
of 78 trades unions. In tho evening August 
Bebol, the social democrat leader, ad- 
dressed the workingmen on the issues of 
the electoral campaign.

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ELECTROCUTED. 

Hon. Carlyle W. Harris of New York 
Met the Dread Messenger 
of Death. 

Ho Declared Himself to Be Absolutely 
liiuoceut, and Died in- 
stantaneously. 



Sino Sik<;, N.Y., May 9.— Carlyle W. 
Harris was electrocuted in the prison hero 
yesterday. Harris slept littlo during tho 
night, roao early and looked over tho manu- 
script he had prepared to bo given to the 
press after his death. Ho Beemcd cooler 
and ate a light breakfast at S o'clock. Hia 
mother and brother had taken dual leave of 
him early in the morning, hut they occupied 
a room in a neighboring lioiol, from tho win- 
dow of which tho black d ig could be seen 
when hoisted aa a signal that his spirit had 
taken flight. The vigil was a sorrowful one, 
as with straining eyes they looked away to- 
ward the Btuffon which tho Bombre emblem 
would doat when tho condemned man passed 
from earth. Tho death warrant was read at 
8:30 o'clock. Tho reading had no visible 
etl'oot on' the condemned man. Harria did 
not uak for morphine or any stimulant, but 
wanted a couple of oranges, which were 
given him. Ho waa shaved and his hair cut 
at 10 .'!() and ho put on a new suit of clothes. 

At 12:15 tho witnesses were conducted to 
the execution chamber. Tho witnesses num- 
bered twenty-seven, consisting of seven phy- 
sicians, ten newspaper men and ton state 
officials and friends of tho warden. When 
they arrived in the execution chandler the 
witnesses took their seats in a semi-circle 
around the death chair, and everything be- 
ing in readiness, two keepers brought Har- 
ris into the chamber, accompanied by the 
chaplain. He looked pale, and as ho en- 
tered the room, paused an instant on the 
threshold and calmly surveyed the assem- 
bled witnesses. One of tho keepers indi- 
cated the chair to him, and without even a 
glanco of curiosity at the death-dealing ma- 
chine, ho stepped forward and took his seat. 
As ho did so, he requested permission to 
speak. This was accorded to him and ho 
said, speaking us it every word cost him 
groat ellbrt : " I have no further reserva- 
tion to make, and I desire to say tint I am 
absolutely innocent." Then ho settled back 
in the chair and tho electrodes wore quickly 
attached. 

At 12:40 p. m. tho signal waa given, the 
lever clicked sharply, and tho form of tho 
condemned man stiffened till tho straps 
creaked, while 1,700 volts passed through 
his frame. At the eud of two seconds tho 
current wa3 reduced to l.">0 volts, which 
was continued for fifty-four seconds longer, 
when Harris was pronounced dead. As the 
current was fully shut oil' the body dropped 
back limp. An examination showed no 
signs of life, and it was evident that death 
had been instantaneous. At .'! o'clock, 
Undertaker Kipp drove up to the priaon. 
He procured the priaon physician's certifi- 
cate of the causa of Harris' death, and then 
drove into tho prison grounds. In the 
wagon was a highly polished oak casket, 
which was carried into the death chamber 
where the body of Harris, dressed in u dark 
suit of prison-made goods, reposed upon a 
tablo. The body was placed in the casket, 
but the undertaker refused to disclose the 
plana for its disposition. A silver plate 
upon tho cover of the casket contained this 
inscription: " Oarlyle W. Harris, murd- 
ered May 8. IS'J.'J, aged 23 years, 7 months 
and 15 days. We would not have permit- 
ted it if we had known." 

There was an impressive scene at the 
Ambler house in the af'ernoon when Mrs. 
Harris waa seen by reporters. The remark- 
able woman stood calm aud passive, facing 
them, and with dry eyes and firm voice 
said : " It has been said that Carlyle Harris 
was guilty because ho shed no tears when 
Helen Potts died. I have abed no tears, 
and God knows I loved Carlyle Harris. My 
boy was innocent. You men who saw him 
die know he went to the chair an innocent 
man. With hia last words he declared bis 
innocence, and yet he has been killed. He 
has been judicially murdered. His last 
statement \vns to have been given as soon as 
he waa dead, and 1 have not received it yet. 
I do not think I shall ever see it, at least j 
as my boy wrote it. It was my boy's lust | 
wish that it be given out to-day, but I urn 
powerless to carry it out." Warden Dur- 
stan was asked for Carlyle Harris' state- | 
ment, which it i» understood ho prepared 
for the press, Durston said he thought it 
best to submit, it to the superintendent- of 
prisons first, and he will mail it to that 
official. 

EXPLOSION LN DUBLIN. 

Not Intended b. Kill Anyone but to Embar- 
rass tho Government. 

DOBUJf, May 8.— The police guarded all 
night the Four Courts, in which a bond) waa 
exploded at 10:40 on Sunday evening. They 
found in the quadrangular courtyard a time 
fuse and the fragments of a large /.inc can- 
ister, similar to those left by the explosion 
in Exchango court last December. The 
paving stones in the yard were loosened, 
but the walla of the court building were but 
little injured. The police say that the bomb 
was evidently thrown into the deep area 
from the King Inn quay, which is on the 
river Liffey, between Whitworth and Rich- 
mond bridges, and just opposite the court 
building. The explosion was heard more 
distinctly from a distance than near by. It 
roused everybody at the Kilmainham bar- 
racks and Lord Wolaeley sent at once an or- 
derly to report on the trouble. Before mid- 
night thousands had gathered at tho Four 
courts. 

Yesterday a number of people were in the 
neighborhood, but tho crowds have been 
kept back by a double cordon of police, who 
will keep the courtyard intact until after 
the arrival of a Government inspector. The 
purpose of the persona throwing tho bomb 
waa not to Bactilice human life. At night 
the Four courts and ull the immediate 
neighborhood are deserted, so there was not 
the slightest chance that anybody would bo 
killed by the explosion. The Nationalists 
believe that tho thrower of the bomb in- 
tended to embarraaa the Government. The 
police attribute tho act to a Unionist agent, 
who wish to m ike tho impression that the 
Irish extremists were eager to remind the 
people of the Phoenix Park assassination. 



TO PROTECT AMERICANS. 

Armed Vessels Likely to Bo Sent to Nicar- 
agua. 

WABinxfiTON- Crrv, May 9.— The serious 
aspcot of the revolution in t» iaitragua will 
probably result in the United States send- 
ing a war veaael to tho West Const of tho 
perturbed country. Such action in being 
couaidered by Secretary Greaham, and -if 
the revolution assumes the proportions that 
now seem imminent, he will rtquest Secre- 
tary Herbert to bend ono of IliB ships to tho 
sceno of the trouble, No information has 
been received at the State department con- 
cerning tho uprising siuco Consular Agent 
Kolman wired Mr. Ureshmn Uto last week 
that a aerious revolution has occurred. 
Newspaper uocouuts have, however, shown 
tho administration thut the affair is of no 
mean dimensions. It is probable that the 
question of sending a veaael to Nicaragua 
will bo discusseil at the meeting of the 
cabinet to-morrow. 

An unusual number of vessels are availa- 
ble for sea service on account of their pres- 
ence in homo water, consequent on tho re- 
cent naval reviow, but in tho event that it 
is decided to seud u ship tho Atlanta'will be 
doubtless selected. She is in Now York 
and cun bo made ready for tho journi-y in 
four hours. It has always been customary 
for the government to send a naval vessel to 
Ccntrul America wholi any serious internal 
dissensions have taken place, on account of 
tho large interests of United States citizens 
in nearly all of thoso countries. An addi 
tiomil reason for sending a vessel to Nioar 
uguu at this time ia that tho United Slates 
is left without a diplomatic representative 
ut tho Nicaraguan c ipital on account of th< 
exchango of ministers, following the iocom 
ing of a now administration. Mr. Riolian 
Shannon, minister of Nicaragua, under Mr 
Harrison, sailed for New York, while Mr 
Baker, his successor, reached Panama oi 
tho same duy, and at last accounts waa 
waiting for a steamer to take him to a Nic 
araguan port. 

Revolutionist Bounlit UIT. 

London, May 3. — A dispatch from 
Madrid says : It is reported thut the col 
lapse of the revolution in Cuba ia duo to tho 
government buying frff the leaders. Thi 
method was adopted dining the hist revolt 
because it was cheaper than lighting. The 
government found it impossible to bring 
about a decisive battle with tho guerilla 
biknds. Tho rebels hid iu the forts and 
murdered all soldiers straying from the 
army, which was decimated, moreover, by 
malaria and typhus fever. The SurtariiiH 
brothers aro land owners in tho village of 
Velmco. They were easily bought, owing 
to tho coldness of the populace towards 
thorn.
